OK, it’s not the only activity offered 
at Sierra Madre Parks and Recreation, 
not by a long shot. Still, that Sierra Ma¬ 
dre pool is getting more than its fair share 
of use, with a hot summer just underway. 
The pool includes public swim, lap 
swim, leMoaa, and of ooima, die Sierra 
Madre Dolphins swim team. Whether 
it’s the heat or the extra free time, the 
summer has jumped swim team atten¬ 
dance from the typical 60-75 up to 105, 
as of Tuesday, with over 20 new sign-ups 
on Monday alone. 

It’s not just the pool that has things 
hectic at the Recreation Center. “It’s al¬ 
ways the busiest time of year,” says As¬ 
sistant Recreation Director Michelle 
Keith. “We have all kinds of stuff going 
on.” That increase in activity has result¬ 
ed in a 250% staff increase for the sum¬ 
mer, from six to 15, and those 15 are still 
incredibly busy. 

The 10-week summer camp program 
is underway, with 70-80 kids between 
the ages of five and 12 showing up from 
7:00 a.m. until 6:00 p.m. each week. The 
weeks have different themes throughout 
the summer, with one major activity to 
highlight each theme. 

Sierra Madre Parks and Recreation 
will also be working with KABC Chan¬ 
nel 7 and the American Red Cross on a 
“Safe Sununer” program. That program 


will kick off this summer with “Super 
CPR Saturday,” and continue on July 
18th, with water safety presentations. 

Other programs that Parks and Recre¬ 
ation will have a hand in include Con¬ 
certs in the Park, working with the 
Chand)er of Commerce (kicking off July 
12) and Movies in the Park, with super 
volunteer Hank Landsberg, which will 
start on July 4th with the suitably patri¬ 
otic thriller "Air Force One” starring 
Harrison Ford. Bring a Walkman or por¬ 
table FM radio for Movies in the Park. 

Classes offered include athletics (ten¬ 
nis, gymnastics, karate, a summer volley¬ 
ball league, and more), dance (ballet, 
folk, middle-Eastem, swing, and cha- 
cha), and crafts (creative memories, 
boating skills, creative photo preserva¬ 
tion, and mote). 

A summer fest family fun day is also 
scheduled for July 25 from 12:00 noon 
to 7:00 p.m., with live music, face paint¬ 
ing, and games for the kids. The even will 
raise funds for the Sierra Madre pool. 

Almost all activities, classes, and pro¬ 
grams are still available, according to 
Michelle Keith. For information, call 
355-5278. As Michelle says, “Summer is 
always a madhouse around here, but it’s 
the best time of year to get involved. 
There’s something for everyone.”

portation Enhancement Act ($182,000 worth of federal 
funds) and water system improvements, from the Wa¬ 
ter Fund. 

Mayor Doug Hayes said that he was happy to be able 
to increase the reserves, and pleased with the efforts of 
City staff. “It’s also going to be great to Grandview re¬ 
surfaced,” Hayes added. 

Davidson notes that the City’s budget will always be 
tight, with little commercial revenue, but adds that Si¬ 
erra Madre has continued the quality of service while 
building reserves. The target of a cash reserve of 10% 
of the General Fund operating expenditures has been ex¬ 
ceeded once again, which affords the City the luxury to 
fund necessary capital improvements. This year, the bud¬ 
get process was accomplished in the absence of former 
Finance Director David Cain, in large part due to Inter¬ 
im Finance Directors Carl Yeats and Julia James, whom 
Davidson credits in large part for the budget. Davidson 
also thanked the City Council for its support, and his var¬ 
ious department heads.

handles things; in the 
purely residential areas, 
it’s Arcadia Fire Depart¬ 
ment territory. The inter¬ 
face, where one becomes 
the other, is a mutual area 
of responsibility, where 
fire fighters strive to keep 
fires from going further 
into the brush, where they 
have a vast potential to 
spread to neighboring cit¬ 
ies Monrovia and Sierra 
Madre, and also to keep 
them from going south, 
into more densely popu¬ 
lated parts of Arcadia 
The Arcadia Fire 
Department’s training 
schedule sets aside May 
and June for specifically 
preparing for wildland in¬ 
terface fires. El Nino has 
not changed that schedule; 
instead, the season has be¬ 


come an issue of height¬ 
ened awareness. Fire fight¬ 
ers know that the stakes 
are higher this year. Fires 
will spread farther and 
faster, and must be con¬ 
tained more quickly. Es¬ 
cape routes are plans, 
safety zones are mapped 
out, and drills are practiced 
with brush shelter tents, 
the one-num pup tents that 
look like thick aluminum 
foil, and are the last resort 
for fire fighters trapped 
behind a bmsh fire. “They 
have flame retardant mate¬ 
rial,” says Shawver. 
“You’ll still get burned 
with one of them, but 
hopefully it will keep you 
alive.” Arcadia fire fight¬ 
ers drill and drill again 
with the tents until they 
can have them set up in 30 
seconds or less. 

Arcadia residents can 


help the fire fighters do 
their job, and no, it doesn’t 
have anything to do with 
watering down the roof. 
Instead, performing brush 
clearance is critical. “We 
just ask that residents 
move away the dead de¬ 
bris, and the logs for their 
fireplaces away from their 
homes, and also to trim 
what we call ‘ladder fuels,’ 
shrubs that could enable a 
ground fire to hop up to 
their property,” says 
Shawver, “They can help 
us do our job, and make it 
easier to save their prop¬ 
erty.” 

Shawver also advises 
that when possible, resi¬ 
dents in danger areas re¬ 
roof with fire-retardant 
material. “It’s extremely 
difficult for us to save a 
house with wood shakes,” 
Shawver stated.

The cast is excellent with Cristina Gavin as Raina and 
J.Todd Adams in great form as her hero Sergius. Gil¬ 
lian Bagwell is her excitable mother and Lary Ohlson is 
her somewhat pompous father. Their two servants, the 
independent Louka and the obsequious Nicola, are 
played by Cristina Anselmo and David Fruechting, and 
David Paul Needles plays the practical Bluntschli with 
relish. 

It’s a warm and funny play with plenty of Shaw’s 
witty bite, and director Jane Macfie has given us just the 
professional polish we have come to expect from the 
PSC. 

“Arms and the Man” plays through July 19 at the 
PSC’s theater in the Plaza Pasadena. Call (626) 564-

For almost 20 years. Rusty Miller has been training 
tennis players of all ability levels, and since 1986, that 
opportunity has been in Arcadia, at Arcadia Park on 
Santa Anita and Huntington. 

The Rusty Miller Tennis Academy takes students 
from age 4 on up. “We’ve had students up to about age 
90,” says Rusty. “Anyone who wants to improve their 
game is welcome.” Students have individual and small 
group instruction, then get an opportunity to demonstrate 
what they’ve learned by shooting it out with each other. 

The extended summer hours allow for the popular 
‘Tennis Day Camps,” currently being held. "The kids 
especially have a lot more time in the summer, so it’s 
really good for attendance,” explains Miller. “TTie idea 
is to build up their skills while they have the time to 
devote to the game, and hopefully their ability level will 
be up to where they really want to continue during the 
school year.” 

Tennis camps are offered on a full-day or half-day 
basis, and include instructional clinics, set play or games, 
lunch (for the full-day, provided), and even a swimming 
break for those participating in the afternoon class. If 
summer school interferes, half-day camps are offered for 
either the morning or afternoon. 

Classes are available for an hour to two hours at a 
time, in small groups with student-instructor ratios of S: 1 
(adult) or 8:1 (children). 

As students improve their ability and confidence lev¬ 
els, they are encouraged to play in tournaments, spon¬ 
sored year-round by the Southern California Tennis 
Association. Most of the students who have been at the 
Academy for any length of time get involved in the tour¬ 
naments. 

“It’s a great game, and it’s a good way for the kids to 
learn sportsmanship and effort, while having fun,” says 
Miller. It’s also a great way to stay in shape. A couple 
of hundred kids will come through the Day Camps this 
summer, and who knows who you’ll see on the court? 

Andrew Park was not visible on the courts this 
week...because the #1 ranked 18 and under boys player 
in the nation is in England, competing in his first Wim¬ 
bledon tournament. He will compete for the USC team 
in the fall, after his return from England. Andrew began 
playing at the Rusty Miller Tennis Academy in Arcadia 
at age eight. 

Speaking of USC, hardcore tennis fans may recognize 
the name Cecil Mamiit, who won the NCAA college 
tournament a few years back, also playing for the Tro¬ 
jans. Currently a touring professional ranked in the top 
200, Mamiit dso began as a youngster on the courts in 
Arcadia.
